Mr. Frank Oliver, whose opinion 
of the wenial romancer is that “he 
knows as littl how to tell the 
tiuth regarding public affairs as 
be knows how to prevent or cure 
blackleg—ov for that matter any 
other disease—in cattle.” This isa 
strong opinion, but it isone that is 
held by a very large number of 
the best ranchers in the country. 
Mr. Oliver's paper the Bulletin 
takes the i6 ineas Toe HERALD 
in regard to the quarantine aud 
Dr. MeKachren, It notes that the 
Western Stock Growers’ Associa- 
tion unanimonsiy passed a 
resolution asking not only for the 
maintenance of the present 
quarantine regulations, but also 
for their more strict enforcement. 
“I¢ is not to the point,” says the 
Bulletin, ‘to disenss the wisdom of 
their action.
